Water rates to jump 80 per cent 
Board to ask state

Residents in the City of Lompoc face a 
whopping 80-plus per cent hike in their 
monthly water bills — with the bite 
coming as early as January of next year 
An average single family home water 
bill, now pegged at $7 10 • month would 
rise to 813 44 


That was the word last night as the 
city’s five-member water commission 
ordered a committee composed of 
commissioner 
Joe 
Mixsell 
and 
commission chairman Jack Myers to 
give further study to one of three 
alternate water rate increase proposals 


The commission 
will 
meet next 
Monday to wrap up the deliberations 


with a recommendation timed to arrive 
on the city council agenda on Dec 3 — 
for the setting of a public hearing on 
Dec. 17 and according to the schedule 
outlined last night by City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers. in time to increase rates 
in January. 
Wahlers 
speculated 
and 
the 
commission agreed that Alternate 2 
"was the most practical” of the three 
that came out of a network analysis by 
Brown 
and 
Caldwell, 
consulting 
engineers. 
In addition to the increase in the 
monthly water rates, the proposal that 
seems to meet initial scrutiny of the 
commission, 
also 
includes 
a 
recommendation for an additional five 
per cent water rate hike the following 


year, no water allowance, and no bond 
issue A bond issue amounting to $1,840 
million is called for in Alternate 1 as set 
forth by the consultants, along with an 
annual 
repaym ent 
that 
the 
commissioners conceded was out of 
proportion to the need Main reason for 
going the bond issue route, according to 
Wahlers would be the construction of a 
three-million gallon reservoir in the 
southeast portion of the city Wahlers 
said the reservoir would add to the fire 
protection capacity and also beef up line 
pressures during peak load demands, 
but 
that the construction 
can be 
deferred 
Under the rate structure that seems to 
fill the needs of the commission, the 
present S3 25 monthly service charge for 


a five-eighths-inch line — the size most 
prominent in area homes — would be 
raised to 85 25 a month, the present 
water allowance — or free water, a 
term disliked by city officials — of 200 
cubic feet for homes would be canceled; 
and the cost of a hundred cubic feet of 
water would be raised to 63 cents from 
the present 35 cents There are also 
other increase schedules for apartments 
and commercial establishments; and 
increases also in the works for hook up 
fees and private line standby charges. 
The increases were deemed necessary 
to shore up the city's water fund City 
financial officer Marvin Loney, last 
night told the commission that the

Kenton 
retiring 


Frank Kenton yesterday announced 
his retirement as warden of the Federal 
Correctional Institution in Lompoc, 
ending 34 years in the federal prison 
system. 
He will be succeeded by Jerry Farkas 
of Tallahassee, Fla., effective Jan. 6, 
1975. 
Kenton and his wife plan to live in 
Vandenberg Village in retirement. The 
veteran penologist said he has no firm 
plans for the future except to live quietly 
and to serve the community. 
Kenton came to Lompoc on Oct 4, 
1969 from Danbury, Conn. He entered 
the service on March 6, 1941 as a junior 
correctional officer and worked his way 
up through the ranks. Twenty of his 34 
years in the service were spent in the 
post of warden, longest in that capacity 
of any other federal prison employe. 
Kenton’s 
retirement 
had 
been 
imminent for some time, but the official 
word out of Washington came only 
yesterday. A testimonial dinner will be 
held for Kenton and his wife at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base.

Hirohito greets Ford, 
says war 'regrettable' 


TOKYO (U PI) — Emperor Hirohito today welcomed President Ford as the first 
U.S. chief of state to visit Japan and said in a toast it was "regrettable” the two 
countries fought in World War II. 
Ford, dining at the ancient Imperial Palace in a ceremony telecast throughout 
Japan and in the United States, got a promise from Hirohito that the emperor would 
visit America next year. 
Ford’s first official day in Japan was mostly ceremony although he did visit with 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka about issues ranging from the energy crisis and 
superpower arms negotiations tc controversial charges that U.S. nuclear weapons 
have been taken into Japan. 
The only discordant note came when Tokyo’s left-wing mayor, Ryokichi Minobe, 
complained in a news conference that Ford had refused to discuss the nuclear 
weapons issue with him during an official courtesy call. 
The symbolic nature of Ford’s visit —designed to underline the mutual friendship 
of the two countries, rather than to produce major new treaties —was clearly visible 
in the state banquet given by Hirohito. 
"I think it was regrettable that, in spite of the friendly relations we had between 
the two nations, there was an unfortunate period,” Hirohito said in his toast. 
"However, since the end of the war Japan has striven for constructive development 
of this country.” 
Hirohito thanked the United States for help extended to Japan during the 120 years 
of diplomatic relations between the two countries. 
Ford responded by saying "the United States is determined to perpetuate the 
unique ties that link our two nations for the common good.” 
The ceremony took place in the Imperial Palace, the grounds of which were laid 
out in 1601, not far from the spot where Hirohito yielded to pressure from Japan’s 
military rulers in 1941 and approved a declaration of war against the United States. 
Heavy security precautions prevailed everywhere Ford went. 


Aides discussed 
saying Nixon 
'cracked7 case

Watergate cover-up began to collapse in 
April, 1973, President Richard M. Nixon 
and his top aides discussed ways to 
make it look like Nixon personally 
"cracked” the case, according to a 
White House tape played in court today. 
A tape of an April 14, 1973, meeting 
between 
Nixon 
and 
aides 
H.R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman 
—both of them now standing trial for the 
cover-up —showed when played in the 
cover-up trial that they were resigned to 
the 
growing 
public 
awareness 
of 
possible top-level involvement in Water­ 
gate and were trying to cut their losses. 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman suggested 
during the meeting that Nixon himself 
move to "nail” the two top officials of 
his 1972 re-election campaign — former 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell and 
Jeb Stuart Magruder. 
Ehrlichman also relayed a suggestion 
from another Nixon aide, Charles W. 
Colson, that Nixon persuade Watergate 
mastermind G. Gordon Liddy to talk to 
the prosecutors. Liddy was serving a jail 
term at the time, vowing he would never 
disclose the details of the break-in. 


Greyhound strike 
strands thousands 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (U PI) — Greyhound 
bus drivers and other workers went on 
strike Monday, stranding passengers 
throughout 
the 
United 
States 
and 
jamming the buses of the line's principal 
competitor. 
Negotiations broke off and it appeared 
the strike would last for at least several 
days, or longer. 
The strike against Greyhound, the 
major 
nationwide 
bus 
line, 
left 
passengers stranded from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific and the Canadian border 
to Mexico. The passengers, from a 
bewildered 
Amish 
farm couple in 
Detroit to an angry Marine in Los 
Angeles, tried to find alternatives. 
As the strike began late Monday 
morning and Monday afternoon, drivers 
began pulling in to the nearest terminals 
to drop off passengers, their journeys 
abruptly halted. Terminal, maintenance 
and office workers locked up the depots. 
"The buses are coming to a rest as 
they get to a point where they can stop,” 
said Salt Lake City Terminal Manager 
Bob Lindberg. 


Israelis kill terrorists/ 
burn bodies in the street 


BEIT SHE AN, Israel (U PI) - Three 
Arab guerrillas hurling hand grenades 
and firing submachine guns burst into a 
three-story apartment house in the 
northern Israeli border town early 
today. They were killed by Israeli 
commandos and angry Israeli residents 
burned their bodies in the street. 


The military command originally 
reported four guerrillas took part in the 
attack, 
but later said pathological 
examination of one of the bodies showed 
it to be that of a resident of the 
apartment building whose body also had 
been doused with gasoline and set fire. 
The guerrillas killed four Israelis 
—two men and two women, outright, the 
command said. Another Israeli man 
died from injuries suffered when he 
tried to jump to freedom from a 
window, rescue officials said. Another 
22 persons, mostly children, received 
minor injuries when they leaped from 
windows in the stone apartment house 
near the Sea of Galilee.

from LA air region

The Board of Supervisors prodded into action by a series of petitions from north 
county residents, voted 4-1 Monday to request State air pollution control authorities 
to allow the entire Santa Barbara County to be included in the South Central Coast 
Basin, which now includes only the northern half of the county. The South Coast area 
is in the same basin with Los Angeles and Orange County areas. 


The action was taken at the request of 
Supervisor Francis H Beattie 
Meanwhile. County Counsel George 
Kading informed the board that Santa 
Barbara County is joining with Los 
Angeles County in a suit to rescind 
mandatory installation of smog control 
devices on pre-1971 vehicles. 
The board received a new petition 
signed by 70 persons from various north 
county areas calling on the board to take 
"immediate action’’ in this matter. 
Previously, the board had received 
petitions with hundreds of signatures 
protecting such devices in the portion of 
the county lying north of the Santa Ynez 
Mountains 
Beattie said he felt Kading should help 
develop 
a bill that State Sen Omer 
Rains 
could 
introduce 
that would 
exclude the northern part of the county 
from such restrictions. 
Earlier, the board discussed

Auto industry on verge 
of 30s-type depression

As autos go so goes the U.S. economy. 
And the auto industry is on the verge of a 
1930s-type depression, according to top 
company and union executives and the 
mayor of beleaguered Detroit. 
The 
warning 
came 
following 
a 
meeting 
Monday 
between Chrysler 
Corp. Chairman Lynn Townsend, United 
Auto Workers President Leonard Wood­ 
cock and Detroit Mayor Coleman A. 
Young. 
They agreed at a news conference that 
only action from Washington could stem 
layoffs nearing depression era levels in 
the auto industry 
"Washington 
has 
forgotten 
how 
critical this industry is to the U.S. 
economy,” Woodcock said. 
"What happens to this industry in 
Detroit is going to happen to the rest of 
the economy if it is not stopped," said 
Young. 
The 
Motor 
Vehicle 
Association 
estimates the jobs of one out of every six 
persons in the country is directly or 
indirectly related to the auto industry. 
Thousands of workers, from rubber 
workers to new car salesmen, have been 
thrown out of work in the wake of the 
worst new-car selling period in a decade 
or more. 
Young 
and 
Woodcock 
met 
with 
Townsend to discuss the impact of a 
further 
reduction 
in 
Chrysler’s 
production to allow car dealers to move 
a four-month backlog of unsold 1975 cars. 
Townsend 
said 
there 
will 
be 
"substantial plant, closings” to trim 
50,000 
cars 
from fourth-quarter 
production. However, he said, the firm 
would not shut down completely for the 
month of December, as was speculated 
The Big Three automakers have 
nearly 100,000 workers on temporary or 
indefinite layoffs. 
General Motors and Ford Motor Co., 
as well as Chrysler, anticipate idling 
thousands more in the next few weeks. 
The industry has a record 80-day supply 
of unsold cars. Chrysler has twice that. 
In other economic developments: 
—The stock market suffered its worst 
one-day loss in 11 months. The Dow 
Jones industrial average plunged 22.69 


to 624 92 on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
—U.S. 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
President Arch Booth said in Cincinnati 
that inflation is "beginning to weaken a 
little bit” but recession is “ likely to 
grow slowly and steadily worse until the 
middle of next year, maybe longer.”

committee that price-fixing adds $10 
billion a year to the price of consumer 
goods.

Some children escaped when their 
parents wrapped them in bed sheets and 
lowered them to safety with clothesline.

Last night the Lompoc Beautification 
Commission voted to study further the 
street tree controversy on West Hickory 
Avenue and to study the Street Tree 
Program generally before making a 
recommendation to the City Council : 
The motion passed after over two 
hours of discussion by commissioners, 
secretary Mike Kaufman, about 20 West 
Hickory Avenue residents, and well as a 
few citizens who live elsewhere in 
Lompoc and came to express their 
dissatisfaction with city street trees. 
The main flap is that about half of the 
residents (18) on the 1100,1200, and 1300 
blocks of West Hickory Avenue are 
objecting to the city street trees planted 
last month in the city right of way that 
extends four feet beyond their front 
lawns. At the Nov. 6 City Council 
meeting, the residents requested "the 
option 
to 
decline 
or 
accept 
the 
placement” of the trees, and the council 
referred 
the 
question 
to 
the 
Beautification 
Commission 
for 
a 
recommendation 
Now the Beautification Commission 
has voted to study the problem further 
although a staff report (from the 
Community 
Development 
Office) 
recommends that "the request for 
removal of any street tree be denied 
The recommendation was read aloud 
by 
Kaufman 
of 
the 
Community 


Development Office. Chairman Dave 
Schwark told the audience that he had 
asked fora staff recommendation. 
He opined that this recommendation 
and three others are "right and fair” 
and made a motion that they be 
approved and forwarded to the City 
Council.

Commissioner Julia Sand was of the 
position that West Hickory Avenue 
residents had raised some important 
questions in their protest about the tree 
planting and the Street Tree Program in 
general.

County vote approaches 
Board in middle of 
annexation tug-of-war

The Board of Supervisors was in the middle 
again Monday in a virtual tug-of war over the 
proposed annexation of Goleta Valley to the City 
of Santa Barbara, as it opened a public hearing 
before taking final steps that could lead to a 
vote of the electorate next March 4. 
The supervisors continued the public hearing 
to Dec 9 to give the Local Agency Formation 
Commission — which voted in favor of the 
annexation plan under two-tier government — 
to make possible boundary changes regarding 
the proposed 150-acre Miconi agricultural 
preserve in Goleta Valley. 
George 
Cavalletto, 
Goleta 
Valley 
agriculturalist and Santa Barbara attorney, 
warned the board that should a larger city 
ensue, agricultural preserves in the valley could 
wind up surrounded by urban development "in 
all the canyons." 


Hope Ranch Homes Assn again asked for 
exclusion of Hope Ranch from the Goleta Valley 
area sought for annexation, and unless it is 
gotten the association will oppose annexation, 
said William Moore, chairman of the Hope 
Ranch Incorporation Committee Moore says 
there continues to be support for separate 
incorporation for Hope Ranch. 


Isla Vistans still hoping to incorporate their 
university community and hoping to stay out of 
a bigger Santa Barbara city, relayed more 
protests of their own Carmen Lodise. of the Isla 


Vista Self-Determination Committee, asked 
that before a supervisors’ decision is made a 
projected tax rate for Isla Vista be determined 
under two-tier annexation This information 
will be sought again at the Dec 9 meeting 
Lodise said the tax rate information would be 
important under any plan that would require 
numerous functionaries in the community for 
law enforcement, animal control, planning and 
other services. 
Supervisor Frank Frost continued to scoff at 
the extensive work and long hearings county 
agencies are engaging in trying to further a vote 
on annexation. 
He said the larger Santa Barbara city as 
envisioned might well be likened to "having the 
body of a dinosaur and the brain of a pea.v 
" It’s all academic; undoubtedly it’s going to 
fail,” he added. 
Board chairman Charles F. Catterlin was just 
as blunt. 
"We must give the opportunity to the voters 
to reject this, and I think they will,” he 
asserted 
Adding protests to the annexation plan was 
Michael Bennett, president of the County 
Firefighters’ Union. 
But Betty Bullock, chairman of the Goleta 
Valley Governmental Group which spearheaded 
the 
annexation 
plan 
through 
LAFCO, 
commented. 
"I urge you to take this last step to put the 
matter before the voters Some of you may be 
surprised at what will happen ”

first reading Monday by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
Protests against portions of 
the ordinance, which will be up 
for final reading and adoption 
Dec. 2 were received from the 
People’s 
Postal 
System, 
Carrier Boys of America, and 
Alvin Remmenga, publisher of 
Goleta Valley Today, which 
also publishes a South Coast 
shopping guide delivered to 
some 
30,000 
dwellings 
per 
week. 
Distributors of such material 
would be required to get a 
county license, and post bond of 
$1,000 
The original ordinance since 
revised 
in 
a 
number 
of 
particulars had called for a 
$10,000 bond. 
Tiie supervisors approved the 
ordinance on initial reading 
after complaints were received 
from many homeowners that 
distributors 
were 
littering 
driveways 
and 
yards 
with 
advertising 
material, 
and 
illegally 
putting advertising 
pamphlets in or about mail 
boxes. 
If adopted on final reading 
Dec. 2, it could conceivably 
become law 30 days thereafter, 
or at a later date if county 
officials choose. 
The proposed new ordinance 
would require distributors to 
see to it the pamphlets are 
secured to doorknobs of each 
home and not placed in mail 
boxes, on mail posts, or in 
yards, 
driveways, 
front 
porches or anywhere else other 
than the doorknob. 


Each 
pamphlet 
will 
be 
required 
to 
contain 
the 
distributor’s 
name 
and 
telephone number, should the 
resident wish to notify the 
distributor that the material is 
not wanted.

gets moving

With threats of a Senate 
filibuster vanished, the major 
stumbling block for the legisla­ 
tion 
remains 
a 
procedural 
squabble in the House over 
whether the Banking Commit­ 
tee 
or 
the 
Public 
Works 
Committee 
should 
produce 
mass transit legislation. 


Senate debate was scheduled 
to begin late this afternoon, and 
quick passage was expected. 
Rumors of a Senate filibuster 
by Sen. James Allen, D-Ala., 
had given the bill’s sponsors 
some 
concern, 
but 
Senate 
sources 
said 
Allen 
earlier 
assured them he would not 
block the bill. 


Big city mayors and the 
Transportation 
Department, 
backed by President Ford, 
have staged an intense lobbying 
campaign to break the road­ 
block that could kill the bill in 
the final days of this Congress 
despite 
apparent 
majority 
sentiment for the measure. 
The strategy was to gain an 
overwhelming 
vote 
in 
the 
Senate in hopes of pressuring 
the 
House 
to 
forget 
its 
differences and pass the bill. 
The bill would grant $7.8 
billion over six years to transit 
systems for construction and 
improvement programs on an 
80-20 federal-local 
matching 
basis. Another $4 billion fund 
could be used at local option 
either for operating subsidies 
on a 50-50 matching basis or for 
construction and improvement 
grants on an 80-20 basis. 
Cities could use their con­ 
struction 
grant 
money 
for 
operating 
expenses 
if 
they 
agreed to pay it back within 
two years. This provision was 
designed primarily for New 
York, which is attempting to 
hold the line on transit fares at 
35 cents. 


CHICAGO (U P I) — Alderman Thomas Keane, Mayor Richard 
J. Daley’s right-hand man and generally regarded as the No. 2 
political power in the city, has been sentenced five years in prison 
and fined $27,000 for conspiracy and mail fraud. 
The charges against Keane stemmed from secret land deals 
involving Keane and the city. 
“ The frailty exhibited by Thomas Keane was simply greed,” 
U.S. District Court Judge Bernard Decker told a packed 
courtroom Monday before imposing the sentence. 
“ I do not expect that any sentence imposed today will 
rehabilitate the defendant ... Mr Keane is 69 years old, and his 
personality is pretty well formed,” the judge said 
“ If any benefit is to come of this sentence, it will be to show that 
a willful violation of public trust will carry with it more than 
public disgrace and loss of position.” 
Keane, who has served 29 years in the Chicago City Council and 
was considered the most powerful politician in Chicago next to 
Daley, was convicted by a federal court jury last month. He had 
been accused of secretly buying up tax delinquent South Side land, 
influencing the City Council to grant favorable tax settlements on 
the properties, then selling the land to city agencies at great 
profit. 


LA seeking allies to fight offshore oil 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) — City Attorney Burt Pines sought allies 
from among other Southern California cities Monday for Los 
Angeles’ fight against the federal government’s offshore drilling 
plans. 
Meeting at city hall with the legal representatives of 21 area 
cities, Pines asked them to join Los Angeles in demanding a 
postponement of Interior Department hearings on plans to lease 
offshore oil and gas drilling areas. The hearings are slated for 
Dec. 2-3 in Santa Monica. 
The city attorney said the 1,300-page environmental impact 
statement was received only last month, and officials will not 
have enough time to evaluate its contents properly before the 
scheduled December hearings. 
Pines asked Interior Secretary Rogers Morton for a two to 
three-month delay of the hearings. He said his request has gone 
unanswered, and he intends to file suit if Morton fails to reply by 
Nov. 27. 


City representatives at Monday’s meeting, coming from areas 
ranging from San Diego to Santa Barbara, agreed with Pines’ 
postponement request, but felt there is not enough time for 
William D. Ruckelshaus, former head of the Environmental 
Protection Agency, to participate in immediate litigation. 
Ruckelshaus, now in private law practice in Washington, D.C., 
would reportedly work for as little as $5,000 to represent Southern 
California communities to fight federally approved offshore 
drilling. 
Los Angeles city officials decided on definitive action against 
the scheduled hearings after Morton announced last Thursday that 
there was no need to delay new offshore drilling “ because the 
shoreside impact won’t occur for several years following 
resales.” 
City attorney Pines said California Senators John V. Tunney and 
Alan Cranston are attempting to arrange a meeting between 
Morton and city officials. 


Tape reveals Nixon bid to 'cut our losses'

“ We know that everybody in 
this thing did it, whatever they 
did, with the best of intention,” 
Nixon said, according to the 
tape. “ That’s the sad thing 
about it ... the point is what’s 
done is done. We do the very 
best we can, and cut our losses 
and so forth, the best you ever 
could do.” 
The tape was the 14th White 
House recording played at the 
cover-up trial of five former 
Nixon aides. A transcript of the 
March 27 tape was made public 
by Nixon last spring. 
In it, the fear that Watergate 
bugging conspirator E. Howard 
Hunt Jr. might spill the whole 
story to authorities continued 
to emerge as a major White 
House concern. 
“ Hunt is at the grand jury 
today,” Haldeman told Nixon 
on the tape. “ We don’t know 
how far he is going to go The 
danger area for him is on the 
money, that he was given 
money. Uh, he’s reported ... not 
to be as desperate today as he 
was yesterday, but to still be on 


the brink, or at least shaky.” 
The jury Monday heard two

prosecutors —that the bugging 
had been undertaken by cam­ 
paign operatives because of 
White House pressure.

Mitchell, then Nixon’s cam­ 
paign manager and now a 
defendant, “ signed off on it” — 
approved

“ The whole thing, including 
the bugging,” Haldeman re­ 
plied. 
Nixon responded with a one-

'Mexican connection' part 
of worldwide drug empire 


TIJUANA, Mexico (U PI) — Mexican and 
American narcotics agents who broke “ the 
Mexican connection” gang found not only a 
global, multimillion-dollar drug empire, but a 
family tree with familiar roots - the “ French 
Connection” ring 
Investigators of both nations said the arrest of 
a key fourth person in the gang, a woman, led 
them to the ring’s records, filled with the 
identities of narcotics dealers throughout the 
world and huge financial transactions 
They appeared to confirm an earlier suspicion 
that the Mexican operation grew out of the 
“ French Connection. ” 
The ring —run for more than three years from 
inside the state penitentiary in this border city 
—was shipping $3 million a month worth of 
drugs to the United States, investigators said 


Its record books show contacts with narcotics 
growers, processors, wholesalers and dealers 
throughout North and South America, Asia and 
Europe. 
The records show $20 million in cash on 
deposit in Mexican banks, extensive real estate 
holdings and hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
personal property. 


Seized documents even indicated the ring was 
having two fishing boats constructed in Peru, 
with secret drug-smuggling compartments 
The break came with the arrest last Friday of 
Patricia Torres de Hernandez, wife of Juan 
Hernandez, one of those arrested in the prison 
Imprisoned with him are his brother Roberto, 
and

Hernandez —who investigators said was the 
actual head of the nng 


Mrs Torres de Hernandez was arrested in a 
Tijuana hotel last Friday delivering a kilo <2.2 
pounds) of heroin to a customer from the 
midwestem United States, said Ramon Herrera 
Esponda, special agent of the Mexican federal 


attorney general’s office 
Mexican officials have been tracking down 
the ring in cooperation with the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration 


Mexican Connection” ring not only moved 
into the markets left vacant by the breakup of 
the “ French Connection,” but that the two 
gangs were related and may have done business 
with each other. 


The story of the detective work in breaking up 
the "French Connection” was turned into a best 
selling book and popular movie 


The thousands of pages of records seized with 
Mrs Hernandez showed that the Mexican gang 
began 15 years ago as a “ sub-wholesaler" of the 
French-Corsican ring, and gradually grew in 
strength and profitibility until it could replace 
the French ring when it was broken up 


The documents included a list of aliases for 
Auguste Riccord, the head of the French 
connection ring, who is now serving a 20-year 
prison term in the United States following years 
of

diplomatic efforts The list was accompanied by 
telephone numbers of Riccord’s hideouts in 
Latin America when he was a fugitive, 
investigators said. 


The Mexican ring dealt in heroin, morphine 
cocaine, marijuana, hashish, amphetamines 
and other drugs. 


White heroin —processed in laboratories in 
Marseille that gave the “ French Connection’’ 
gang its name —was dyed brown to make it look 
like Mexican heroin and disguise the link 
between the two gangs, investigators said

WASHINGTON (U P I) — With the nationwide coal strike a week 
old, The bargaining council of the United Mine Workers today 
resumes deliberations on whether to submit a tentative contract 
to rank-and-file members for ratification. 
The contract review, which has gone slower than anticipated, 
was unexpectedly delayed three days after sessions were 
suspended in memory of a UMW official killed Friday. 
Samuel Littlefield, 52, an Alabama council representative, was 
fatally shot when he interrupted a holdup attempt in a motel room 
shortly after a council meeting broke up 
The remaining 37 bargaining council members attended Lit­ 
tlefield’s funeral Monday. 
Because the council must approve the pact before it can be 
submitted to the general membership, the unexpected delays 
practically assure the strike by 120,000 miners will go into 
December. 
The UMW and the Bituminous Coal Operators Association 
agreed on a tentative contract Wednesday, one day after the old 
contract expired. The miners stayed out because of the union’s 
“ no contract, no work” tradition.

T hey w e re doing it in 
Shakespeare's day. Cracking 
nuts, guzzling ale and eating 
a p p le s w hile, on s ta g e , 
Hamlet brooded and King 
L ear w orried about his 
daughters. 
The penny audience at the 
Globe Theater didn’t know it 
then, but it was attending a 
dinner theater. 
Today's audience knows it 
and appreciates it. 
“People are looking for a 
new form of entertainment, 
that’s why dinner theaters 
are popular“ says Vincent 
Sardi, owner of the famed 
S a rd i's and the recently 
opened Vincent Sardi Dinner 
Theater on Long Island. 
“Also,’’ he says, citing in­ 
flation, “they know what 
they’re going to pay.’’ 
For just about $15 includ­ 
ing tax and tip, Sardi says, a 
couple gets free parking, a 
choice of hot and cold dishes 
served buffet style, and 
“Hello, Dolly!’’ to boot. 
(That’s without liquor, how­ 
ever, and, as any dinner 


theater proprietor will tell 
S 
ou with some nudging, the 
ighest margin of profit in a 
dinner theater is the liquor 
sale and the price of liquor is 
not included in the ticket.) 
The dinner theater indus­ 
try, reportedly valued at $150 
million this year alone, con­ 
sists of 79 Actors’ Equity- 
franchised dinner theaters 
across the country (in addi­ 
tion to countless non-Equity 
dinner theaters), and the 
number will probably in­ 
crease. 
“ Every time one dinner 
theater goes out of business 
(an estimated one out of three 
a year), two more crop up." 
says Actors’ Equity repre­ 
sentative Willard Swire. 
“They’re doing well in 
respect to the economy, al­ 
though not as well as last 
year. Still, roughly 500 Equity 
actors work per week in din­ 
ner theaters out of a paid 
membership of 14,000. That’s 
the same number that works 
on Broadway.” 
G enerally, those actors 
work in whatever has proven 
popular in the past — musi­ 
cals such as “The Boyfriend"

and “South Pacific," and 
comedies like “Forty Carats" 
and “Any Wednesday." 
The audience is the same 
audience that watches televi­ 
sion. C onsequently, p e r ­ 
s o n a litie s such as A rte 
Jo h n so n , V iv ia n V a n c e , 
Mickey Rooney and Van 
Johnson are in demand. 
“We only follow the star 
system to attract the people," 
explains Don Crute, president 
of Dinner Theaters. Inc., 
w hich owns four d in n e r 
theaters in Texas, Florida 
and Ohio. “They’ve got to 
have some sort of induce­ 
ment, not just the play." 
But last year, the Hayloft 
Dinner Theater in Manassas, 
Virginia, a suburb of Wash­ 
ington, DC., took a chance 
and presented “The Lion in 
W inter,” with g ratify in g 
results. 
“ We d id 85 p er c e n t 
capacity business, seven days 
a week, ' reports owner/man­ 
ager Frank Matthews. 
“I don’t think you neces­ 
sarily have to do the ordinary 
shows. I read 150 plays a 
year. I read ‘Lion in Winter,] 
liked it and decided to do it. ’ 
Cash Baxter agrees. He 
owns the Coachlight Dinner 
Theater in Hartford, Conn. It 
is, he says, “the most finan­ 
c ia lly su c c e s s fu l d in n e r 
theater in the history of din­ 
ner theater.” 
“While I honor the sure-fire 
formula of comedies and mu­ 
sicals,” Baxter says, “I feel 
when the theater loses its ele­ 
ment of surprise, it ceases to 
function as theater. Why not 
feature a melodrama or a 
good solid play or try original 
m a te ria l. Why c a n ’t you 
challenge and expand an au­ 
dience?

Wrong trip, wrong time 


WASHINGTON - When in doubt 
travel. That has been the prescription 
President Ford's recent predecessors 
have fallen back on when troubles at 
home have closed in. After all you get on 
television via satellite every night in an 
exotic 
setting 
with 
theoretically 
cheering crowds hailing your presence. 
But Ford's travels 
during 
the coming 
week are likely to be 
bedeviled by troubles 
abroad that cannot be 
re so lv e d 
by 
a 
television 
spectacular Whether 
or not this is the 
mr 
wrong 
trip at 
the 
wrong 
time 
is 
a 
question that hangs 
f t 
over the President’s 
quick sortie to the Far 
East 
In Japan Prime Minister Kakuei 
Tanaka is in a political crunch so acute 
that he can hardly survive the year The 
underlying anti-Americanism has been 
sharpened 
by 
the 
revelation 
that 
American naval vessels in Jaoanese 
ports retain their nuclear weapons 
This was followed by a report of a 
secret 
agreem ent 
between 
the 
governments of Japan and the United 
States permitting transit of ships or 
planes carrying nuclear arms. 
But there is something to be said for 
the first visit of an incumbent President 
to Japan, if only to rebut the Japanese 
feeling of neglect and indifferences on 
the part of the other great Pacific 
power 
Responding to an invitation that had 


been accepted by former President 
Nixon, President Ford would have 
caused serious offense if he had called 
the visit off. 
It is the stop in South Korea after 
Japan that raises the gravest doubts 
about the disarray of America’s nuclear 
policy Besides 40,000 American troops, 
the United States has nuclear weapons 
in a dictatorship ruled by President 
Chung Hee Park in spite of frequent 
outbursts of violence 
The pressure on Ford to put Seoul on 
his itinerary came from forces, notably 
the military, believing that once on the 
scene he will endorse Park and the need 
to keep American troops in place 
Admiral Gene R La Rocque USN Ret. 
in 
testimony 
before 
a 
Senate 
subcommittee 
revealed, 
more 
by 
inadvertence 
than 
intention, 
that 
American 
ships 
carrying 
nuclear 
weapons move in and out of Japanese 
ports. 
But 
the 
principal 
thrust of 
his 
testimony, as director of the Center for 
Defense Information, was on the danger 
of 
nuclear 
weapons 
deployed 
in 
countries where terrorists, by seizing 
one or more of these weapons, can 
blackmail the world. This was La 
Rocque’s testimony on South Korea. 
“I think we are in great danger and it 
is growing all the time as long as Park 
stays in power and continues to increase 
his power in South Korea. It is just a 
matter of time before we have a major 
disagreement with the South Koreans 
They have a larger military force than 
the North Koreans... They don’t really 
need us there. 
“If we can pull out gracefully with our 


nuclear weapons and our men we will 
get out with a whole skin. But if we wait 
until they throw us out, they may also 
decide to keep those nuclear weapons 
and use them as bargaining chips for 
whatever they want to obtain from the 
United States It is a very hazardous 
situation." 
The same threat exists in both Turkey 
and Greece The conflict on Cyprus and 
the Kissinger policy, or lack of it, have 
stirred deep enmities in both these 
NATO partners. 
The outlook in Greece with the 
upcoming election is uncertain. Turkey 
refused to receive Kissinger on his 
recent 
swing 
and 
demonstrators 
marched through the streets of Ankara 
denouncing him as a murderer. 
All this points up the urgent need to 
bring order out of a random n*iclear 
policy that has seen the military 
profligate in deploying the ultimate 
weapon with alleged friends around the 
world. 
On Turkish soil, Greek soil, South 
Korean soil Americans retain control of 
these caches which are stored in steel 
and concrete igloos. But the size of the 
uniformed American guard is small. 
Hopefully on his travels, President 
Ford may be impressed by the need to 
tackle this helter-skelter policy so 
charged with peril for all concerned. As 
he moves from banquet to banquet and 
conference to conference ending in 
Vladivostok 
with 
Leonid 
Brezhnev, 
there will be no time for thought. 
But on his return, if ever he has an 
opportunity to reflect in the oval office, 
he may come up with some tough 
decisions.

As newsy as a sunrise 


You would think you could write a 
good story about a satellite launch But 
launches have become common and 
flawless: 
time and technology has 
progressed so from the pioneer satellite 
days, the 1950’s, that a launch is about as 
newsworthy as a sunrise 
Both, to be sure, are spectacular 
events, but they are too dependable. 
Now if either went amiss that would be a 
story 
In the old days, the L A Times, UPI 
and 
AP 
dispatched 
writers 
and 
photographers and ABC, CBS. and NBC 
tv dispatched news commentators and 
cameramen to cover satellite launches 
and this press corps would file exciting 
and detailed stories about how — this 
time — the rocket departed earth. 
These days a satellite-carrying rocket 
always departs earth according to plans, 
so it was no wonder to me that 1 was one 
of the few reporters who attended a 
launch Friday at Vandenberg Actually, 
I wasn't assigned to cover the launch: 
just like sometimes I like to view a 
sunrise if it isn't too much bother, I 
sometimes get this idea to go out and 
see a launch when NASA informs the 
Record that one is scheduled 
Friday's launch was planned to start 
at 9:11 a m The press bus would leave 
the NASA building on South Vandenberg 
at 8 a m for the press site 
I drove past the gate at 7:30 that 
morning, parked my car in NASA’s lot. 
and walked inside to the press center 
Ten, maybe five years ago the press 
center would have been crowded with 
newsmen on a launch day like this day. I 
would be rubbing shoulders with some 
big-time journalists. 
They would stand in small groups with 
cameras around their necks, drinking 
coffee, and discussing the foggy weather 
outside, expressing hope it would clear- 
up before count-down Other reporters, 
burning cigarettes hanging from their 
lips, would be talking to their editors 
long 
distance 
on 
NASA-furnished 
phones, sitting at NASA-furnished desks 
topped 
with 
NASA furnished 
typewriters. 
The room would carry a hearty pulse 
The atmosphere would teem with 
anticipation 
However, when I walked into the press 
center last week, the phones and 
typewriters in the corner sat dusty and 
unused The chairs were unoccupied, 
pushed up against the little desks The 
room 
teemed 
of 
nothing; 
the 
atmosphere was markedly calm 
Sure, there were some people in the 
room They were visitors present for 
different reasons. It was obvious that 
the pressure of a deadline was absent 
from their daily existence. 


One young man carried in his hand a 
banana That looked so funny and out of 
place. 
At 8 a m everyone marched out of the 
press center and into the waiting buses 
outside Visitors boarded the visitors’ 
buses and visitors boarded the press bus 
too 


I guess that was smart because there 
was no sense in having one whole big bus 
to accommodate one newspaperman 
(myself) and two guys from KCOY TV. 
That was the total of bona fide press 
people present as far as I could 
determine, still, the bus was over half- 
empty. 


A long ride and the bus arrived at the 
press site, located roughly 8000 ft. from 
the bird, according to someone official. 
The bird, a big Delta rocket, looked tiny 
on the horizon. Between was a vast, 
open field 
A mobile press center was parked at 
the press site. Inside telephones covered 
Berry’s World 
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" I’m p le a s e d to b e the first A m e rica n p re sid e n t 
to visit Japan, an d I thank you for these b e a u ­ 
tiful g ifts!”

CROFTON, Md - (NEA) - When 
Spiro Agnew opened the door to the 
Pigeon House Inn here 
the other 
afternoon, he was smiling. He chatted 
lightly with an employe, waved to 
somebody in the back, then sat down at a 
table. “How are you today, sir?” the 
waiter asked. “Fine,” Agnew replied, 
“ it’s a nice day, isn’t it?" 
It was indeed a nice 
day for Spiro Agnew, 
not only climatically 
but in other ways as 
well. One year after 
resigning in disgrace 
as the Vice President 
of the United States, 
the man who would 
have been president 
seems to have over­ 
come the difficulties 
of transition. 
Not so for his former chief, of course; 
but while Richard Nixon lies seriously 
ill, described by observers as a broken 
man, Agnew is apparently in good health 
and fair spirits. Even his financial 
picture, it’s said, is improving. 


Friends of Agnew, 
in fact, are 
“amazed" as his rebound. A long-time 
Baltimore confidant who lunched and 
visited with Agnew recently says: “ He’s 
not depressed, he’s not cranky. I’m 
amazed. Ted is sort of an egotist and I 
would have thought the resignation 
would floor him for a long time. I think 
he may be still somewhat bitter because 
he doesn’t think he deserves what 
happened, but other than that the son of 
a gun is in good shape — and getting 
better.” 
Others who have seen the former 
official, both privately 
and from 
a 
distance, agree he is holding up nicely. 
He is trim, kept that way by frequent 
tennis matches at a private but not 
expensive club; he dresses well, still in 
the custom suits and shirts that he 
favored while residing in higher places; 
and while he is no longer socially 
outgoing, preferring instead to spend 
much of his time at his $150,000 
Maryland home, he is no hermit. 
Some who know Agnew well believe 
his public side is one of more bravado 
than is comfortable. “I think he hurts a 
lot but won’t give the critics the 
satisfaction of showing it," said one. 
And to be sure he does have continuing 
problems which, occasionally, break 
through his thin skin. 


He was so incensed last summer at a 
World Book Encyclopedia description of 
his resignation that he wrote an angry 
letter to the publisher canceling his 
order. In a more recent note to a 
Washington 
newspaper, 
Agnew 
complained of reports he’d been treated 
leniently (“That is to laugh"). And in 
England last month he told a reporter: 
“I can describe what it means to be left 
alone." 
Yet 
all 
things 
considered 
and 
compared to Richard Nixon, Agnew 
seems to be beginning anew rather than 
ending as old. Says the Baltimore 
friends: “Remember when he used 
to rail against the nation’s ‘nattering 
nabobs of negativism,’ or whatever he 
called them, well he believed in that. 
Now he’s doing what he believes, going 
optimistic. He’s rolling up his sleeves, in 
other words. You have to give him 
credit, it’s tough to start all over in 
life.” 
In truth, Agnew is not exactly starting 
all over. Friends have contributed to his 
debt dilemma (he incurred $200,000 in 
legal expenses and is reportedly being 
asked by the government to pay at least 
$50,000 more in back taxes), and his 
worldwide contacts have helped him 
begin a promising new business. 
That business, operated out of a $500- 
a-month (but small) office here, is 
described as a “consulting enterprise." 
One known Agnew client is an Indiana 
land developer who says he pays $100,000 
a year for the ex-Veeps services. 
Despite the help, though, credit is due 
Sprio Agnew. The man, 
a felon who 
cannot vote during three years of 
probation, has conducted himself well in 
his first year of dishonor. He has neither 
given up, nor retreated behind a defense 
of recriminations. Instead, as friends 
say, he has worked on the future rather 
than over the past. 
Cheers. One can’t be proud of him in 
the traditional sense, but it is not 
difficult for a fair man to wish him and 
his spirit well.
